1. DEMARCHE MADE TO MFA DIRECTOR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
AND CONFERENCES DIVISION THIS MORNING IMMEDIATELY AFTER RECEIVING 
REFTEL. DIRECTOR LISTENED EXPLANATION US POSITION ON KHMER 
REPRESENTATION ISSUE AND REPLIED, "THAT SOUNDS ALL RIGHT." 

HOWEVER, WHEN PRESSED ON QUESTION OF SENDING TELEGRAPHIC 
INSTRUCTIONS TO GHANADEL IN VIEW URGENCY OF MATTER, FIRECTOR 
WAS NONCOMMITTAL. 

2. BELIEVE BEST TACTIC (IF QUESTION NOT ALREADY RESOLVED) WOULD 
BE FOR US DELEGATION TO ENGAGE IN DIRECT LOBBYING OF MEMBERS OF 
GHANADEL IN GENEVA (REF ACCRA 893). MFA OFFICIAL ALSO HINTED FURING 
CONVERSATION THAT DIRECT APPROACH MIGHT BE MOST PRACTICAL. 
SUGGEST THAT DECISION TO DEFER KHMER REPRESENTATION TAKEN BY LAST 
FALL'S UNGA WOULD BE MOST PRODUCTIVE LINE TO FOLLOW. ALSO, IF 
ASIAN GROUP (INCLUDING THE JAPANESE) COULD BE ENLISTED TO ASSIST 

OR LEAD THE LOBBYING, THAT WOULD BE HELPFUL.
